REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
invention is drawn to the following: 

1 . An imageable composition comprising: 

at least one ethytenically unsaturated monomer capable of free radical 
initiated addition polymerization; 
a photoinitiator system; and 
about 0.01 wt% to about 5 wt% of curcumin. 

1 3. A method for forming an image, the method comprising the steps 

of: 

a) imaging an imageable element comprising an imageable layer over 
a support and forming an imaged imageable element comprising imaged regions 
and complementary unimaged regions in the imageable layer; and 

b) developing the imaged imageable element in a developer and 
removing the unimaged regions without removing the imaged regions; 

in which 

the imageable layer comprises; 

at least one ethytenically unsaturated monomer capable of free 
radical initiated addition polymerization; 
a photoinitiator system; and 
about 0.01 wt% to about 5 wt% of curcumin; and 

imaging is carried out with ultraviolet or visible radiation. 
The claimed invention is the recited use of the particular amount of curcumin in the 
composition comprising an ethylenically unsaturated monomer and a photoinitiator system. The 
use of curcumin is known to be present in anti-reflective compositions as seen in PARK et al 
'755, BREYTA et al'562 and THACKERAY et al '670 as a dye. 
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The use of curcumin dye is also found as an additional photosensitizer or coinitiator in 
photopolymerizable compositions in KUNIMOTO et al '596, however the particular motivation 
to use a specific amount of the curcumin dye, selected among a myriad number of dyes as seen 
in subparagraphs [0222] - [0238] is not present. Further applicants demonstrate in comparative 
examples 1 and 2 the unexpected nature of the composition comprising a curcumin compound 
wherein the composition possesses no halation effects compared to those photopolymerization 
composition without the curcumin dye. 

Because none of the prior art references of record anticipate or render obvious the 
claimed invention, claims 1-15 are seen as allowable and passed to issue
